Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Rosman disclose the prior art, applicant's invention, challenging 
the adaptaion of such invention using TDMS links, and detailing that on tthat time frame the CRT used was analog. 
Examiner agreed that if daim 1 and 29 includes adaptation of the claim 2 limitations and the clarity with the display 
receives digital fionnat in dear manner, the daim language would overcome the Tsukamoto's reference, although the 
final consideration would be done upon receiving the offidal amendments. Examiner further explained that daim 11 
only represent the prior art encryption and decryption features taught by the references of the record. Mr. Rosman 
explained that he will cancel daims 1 1 and the dependent claims, and make proper amendments into daim 1 and 29 to 
overcome the refrence of the record.
